Report That 
Britain's Soldiers Are 
Marching Across Brazil to Vent* 
zuela Causes Great Excitement at 
Washington—The Monroe Doctrine 
Wiil Be Maintained. 
Washington 
Oct. 
15—The 
report 
that English 
soldiers are 
marching across Brazil to Venezuela 
created consternation in official circles 
todey and is predicted that if England 
does not back down on 
her position 
she wiil have to fight this country 
which proposes to maintain the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. 
Buenos Ayres, Argentina, Oct 15—A 
telegram from Para, Brazil, has been 
received in Rio Janeiro, stating that an 
armed British 
force 
is 
marching 
through Brazilian territory. 
The objective point of the body is 
that part of Venezuela claimed by the 
British government. The column has 
already crossed the Tacutu River. 
Washington, Oct. 15.—The news that 
Great Britain has troops on the way to 
Venezuela will create a tremendous 
sensation when it shall become gen­ 
erally known. Officials of the state 
department believe Great Britain has 
definitely decided to refuse arbitration 
of the Venezuelan boundary dispute. 
This belief leads to an uncomfortable 
feeling that serious trouble is in store 
for us, and that Great Britain is likely 
to show stubborn resistance to the ef­ 
forts of our government to apply the 
Monroe doctrine to this case. 
State department officials of high 
rank express the belief that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British embassador, 
has returned to America with instruc­ 
tions to resist not only the demands of 
the Venezuelans, but to maintain that 
the United States has no proper voice 
in the matter beyond the exercise of its 
good offices. This opinion is based on 
an interview with Sir Julian which ap­ 
peared in a New York paper a few days 
azo telezraDhed from Canada. 
Washington, Oct. 15.—Information 
of the formidable uprising in Korea, re­ 
sulting in the disappearance and prob­ 
able death of the queen, and the land­ 
ing of military forces by the United 
States and European powers, has been 
received by Minister Kurino of Japan 
from the foreign office at Tokyo. It is 
quite sensational, indicating the land­ 
ing of marines by Russia, the United 
States and probably Great Britain. 
The latest dispatch to Minister Ku­ 
rino states that a force of Russian ma­ 
rines, forty in number, has been landed. 
Thus far they have confined themselves 
to guarding the Russian legation at 
Seoul. 
United States marines were landed 
from the Yorktown to the number of 
sixteen. 
It is believed also that Brit­ 
ish marines have been landed. 
Be­ 
sides these the Japanese have a con­ 
siderable force of soldiers at Seoul who 
have been preserving order. 
The Tokyo dispatches do not state 
specifically what became of the queen, 
further than that she has disappeared 
and cannot be located. The officials are 
inclined to believe, however, that the 
unofficial report of the queen’s death 
are true. The Japanese government, the 
dispatches further state, has acted 
quickly on the reports and has appoint­ 
ed a commission to inquire into the 
facts. In the meantime it is emphati­ 
cally denied that the queen’s death, if 
it has occurred, was due to the Jap­ 
anese. One report is that a Japanese 
sosbi killed the queen. This is not yet 
confirmed in the dispatches received 
here. The officials say that the soshi 
are an irresponsible and lawless class, 
and that their acts cannot be laid to the 
Japanese people or government. 
At the Korean legation no word has 
been received from the disturbed cap­ 
ital. The officials are much exercised 
and do not doubt that the queen has met 
her death, although they are not ready 
to abandon hope.

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 15.—The 
trial of Theodore Durrant did not go 
on yesterday. So many of the jurors 
are business men, and it being col­ 
lection day, the court adjourned until 
to-day. It is likely that the court will 
take a further adjournment this morn­ 
ing. 
Attorney Deuprey, the leading 
counsel for the defense, is confined to 
his bed with rheumatism, and his asso­ 
ciates will base this as a reason for 
continuance for several days. 
Al­ 
though the court is known to be opposed 
to delays in this trial, it is believed, 
however, that he will grant the contin­ 
uance. In that case, the trial will not 
likely to be resumed bef orenext Monday. 
In the meantime Theodore Durrant re­ 
mains in his cell, never leaving it for 
the customary exercise in the corridors. 
It is said he is becoming exceedingly 
irritable. Since he finished his testi­ 
mony in Judge Murphy’s court the de­ 
fendant has lost considerable vivacity, 
and instead of being careless and in­ 
different, he is serious and troubled. 
For the first time since his arrest the 
medical student seemed impressed with 
the proper idea of his terrible position. 
At last it has dawned on him that he 
may be convicted, and, as he relaizes 
the chain of circumstances against him, 
he has become much depressed. 
Attorney Dickinson, for Durrant, 
yesterday remarked that he thought the 
defense would be able to put in the bal­ 
ance of its testimony in two days or 
less. Then the prosecution will put its 
witnesses in rebuttal. District Attor­ 
ney Barnes says he will handle them 
rapidly, but Dickinson is preparing to 
cross-question witnesses at length, and 
on that account it need create no sur­ 
prise if another week is devoted to the 
work of taking testimony.

New York, Oct. 15.—Letters were re­ 
ceived by the Cuban Junta in this city 
yesterday from General Carlos Roloff, 
and William G. Clapp, an American 
citizen, who went to Cuba to assist the 
patriots in their fight for freedom. 
Clapp’s letter is dated October 7, in 
camp near Holguin. It says a battle 
was fought October 5, and of the 3,000 
Spaniards engaged in it nearly 1,000 
were killed or wounded. They were 
commanded by Suarez Valdes, who was 
wounded in the hand, and they were 
chased to the coast. The Cubans had

Havara, Oct. 15.—The recent use of 
dynamite by the insurgents along the 
line of the railroads is causing the au­ 
thorities grave uneasiness, and it has 
been considered necessary to employ 
special measures to suppress the prac­ 
tice. It will be recalled that on several 
occasions recently dynamite bombs 
have been hurled at railroad trains con­ 
taining passengers and details of troops, 
and dynamite has also been placed upon 
the tracks. Considerable damage has 
been done in this manner, and fears are 
felt that greater harm may come from 
this practice. With a view to check­ 
ing it, and of preventing further at­ 
tempts, Captain General Martinez de 
Campos has published an order that all 
trees and bushes shall be cut down and 
all huts removed within a distance of 
200 yards of the railroad track on both 
sides. It is further ordered that no one 
shall be allowed to approach the trains. 
Violaters of these orders are to be sum­ 
marily court-martialed.

disputes.

its decisions. 
The board has recently 
issued its annual report and the re­ 
sults of it3 labors as there shown are 
not encouraging for those who advo­ 
cate this method of arbitration. It ap­ 
pears th at during the year covered by 
th e report there were 425 strikes aud 
lockouts in the state of New York 
and only in eight cases was arbitra­ 
tion successful. 
It must be admitted 
th a t this is an exceedingly discour­ 
aging showing, justifying the com­ 
m ent made upon it by the New York 
Press th at plainl y there is no reason 
for the continuance of the board; that 
either there never was any necessity 
for it or else there has been Borne rad­ 
ical defect in its co nstructied, and it 
says both conjectures are sound. 
Toe Press urges th at there is no 
need anywhere, though thirteen states 
have created them, for the 
kind of 
boards th at exist. « It says th a t the 
only 
successful arbitrators of labor 
disputes have been men of extraordin­

The great difficulty, 
of course, is th at arbitration cannot 
be made compulsory. 
Its efficacy de­ 
pends upon the willingness of both 
parties, and while this is so and hu­ 
nt in nature remains as it is, it is inev­ 
itable that the existing methods of a r ­ 
bitration must more often fail th at suc­ 
ceed . 
But the unsatisfactory results 
of these methods should not be al­ 
lowed to wholly discourage efforts to 
devise a better plan, for the im port­ 
ance of the m atter cannat be overesti­ 
mated, from whatever standpoint it 
may be considered. 
It is probably 
the case that a majority of the em­ 
ployes of labor and a majority of Sn-1 
telligent workingmen believe in the 
principle of arbitration and if this is 
so it cannot be impossible to devise a 
plan that will 
be at 
any rate an 
improvement upon any yet adopted. 
But for any method the first consider­ 
ation must be th at the character of 
the arbitrators shall be such as to 
command implicit confidence.

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JURY DIDN’T LEARN 
HOW DRAFAHL DIED 


TH E CORONES’S INQUEST HELD 
OPEN TH REE DAYS. 


Further Testimony, They Think, Can 
Be Had by That Time—Story De­ 
veloped Differed From the Published 
Reports in Several Instances—The 
Facts Brought Out. 


The exact manner, time and place 
in which Henry Drafahl received the 
injuries that caused his death, was not 
made clear to the coronel’a jury that 
listened to the evidence of witnesses 
for two hours in Justice Richardson’s 
court this morning,so an adjournment 
w aB taken until Friday morning a t IO 
o’clock to see if testimony to bridge 
over the gaps could not be found. 
The story developed in court varied 
considerably from the published re­ 
ports. 
Martin Anderson, the farmer 
for whom Drafahl worked, was the 
first witness. 
He told about sending 
Drafahl and another hired man named 
Fred W right to town with a load of 
potatoes; about finding them in a sa­ 
loon later; and about sending them 
home, both being intoxicated. He also 
told about Drafahl’s failing to come to 
the house, and how he took the lan­ 
tern and began the search, finding 
Drafhal lying in the bam in a pool of 
blood, and afterward causing him to 
be taken into the house. 


W rig h t T e lls H is Story. 
Fred W right was then sworn. 
He 
told about taking the- team to the 
blacksmith shop, etc., and said that 
he and Drafahl then went into a sa 
loon opposite C. C. McLean’s livery 
stable, where the met two men, ap­ 
parently friends of Drafahl, who had 
a bottle of 
liquor from which a 
drink was taken. 
Then they went 
into the saloon and had some more 
drinks, how many the witness coulc. 
not tell. 
Then he and Drafahl got 
into the wagon and started home. 
Drafahl, W right said, tried to dat ce 
ic the wagon as they started, and fell 
out on his head, but climbed back into 
the wagon unaided. 
This was about 
8 o’clock. 
When they reached the 
cotton 
factory, 
Drafahl fell out 
again, and this time he was helped 
hack into the vehicle. 
W right was 
too much befogged, at the time, to re­ 
member much more that occurred, al­ 
though he recalled meeting some men 
on the road who spoke to them. They 
did not stop on the way home that he 
remembered, and be 
said that he 
thought Drafahl would sleep off the 
effects of the liquor in the wagon. 
When he got home he could not un­ 
hitch the team and Anderson did it, 
after which Wright went to bed. 


D r. Me* c a lf ’s T estim on y. 
Dr. W. B. Metcalf, whom Anderson 
called to attend Drafahl was then 
sworn. 
He said he reached Ander­ 
son’s at I o’clock Sunday morning and 
found Drafhal lying on a couch, suf­ 
fering with a dislocated hip, and it 
being a difficult injury to dress, Dr. 
Metcalf sent for Dr. Gibson. 
Blood 
had settled about Drafahl’s eyes and 
mouth, and the doctor thought Draf- 
ahl 
had 
received 
a 
fracture 
of the inner table of the brain as the 
symptoms indicated it. 
The injured 
man did not regain consciousness, and 
died at 5 o'clock Sunday 
morning 
Drafahl’s hat was in the wagon, but 
there was no blood in the venicle, al­ 
though there was Dlocd on the barn 
floor. 
The blood had come from Dra 
fahl’s nose and mouth. 
The cau^e oil 
death, the doctors said, was the in­ 
jury to the head, which injury was the 
result of violence, probably the fal 
from the wagon. 
The dislocation, he 
Baid was similarly caused, although 
Drafahl’s head, he thought, had been 
hurt first.

It 
would have been possible for him to 
have received the injury in town and f 
still be able to get from

If the injury was in­ 
flicted in town Drafahl must have been i 
bleeding on the way home. 
M ust be B lo o d in .th e W agon. 
Drahfahl could not have lain in the 
wagon half an hour after he was 
hurt enough to cause the bleeding 
without there being some blood in the 
wagon, he said, and therefore the in­ 
jury 
that caused the hemorrhage 
must have been received after Drahafl 
re ohed the farm. 
Ha said he could 
not tell where or when the injury 
was received that caused the bleeding 
but it was almost impossible that it 
could have been received prior to the 
arrival at the farm. 
Thus all the testimony, in the opinion 
of the jury’s stopped at the time the 
wagon reached the barn, and after 
they had discussed the m atter of a 
verdict for some minutes, they asked 
for 
an adjournment until Friday 
morning at IO o’clock in hopes that 
more witnesses could be found.
